All  Aboard  for  Holiday  Cheer 
Rochester's  EPA  Express  Is  A  Trip  Worth  Taking 


Anyone  with  even  a  small  inkling  of  holiday 
nostalgia  can  fondly  recall  a  family  Christmas  tree 
under  which  a  train  set  would  wind  around  the 
wrapped  packages.  For  others,  a  train  set  of  their 
very  own  might  have  been  bedecked  with  bows  and 
ribbon,  waiting  for  an  eager  child's  eyes  to  light  up 
when  it  chugged  along  the  tiny  track. 

In  Rochester,  Edward  and  Jackie  Ashley  have 
gone  this  holiday  tradition  one  step  better. 

Their  impressive  "EPA  Express"  is  the  closest 
thing  to  a  life-sized  toy  train  set  you're  ever  likely  to 
witness  ...  and  the  best  attraction  of  its  kind  in  this 
area  since  Edaville  Railroad  in  Carver  closed  up 
shop  a  few  years  ago. 

"Everyone  is  a  kid  at  heart,"  noted  Jackie 
Ashley  earlier  this  week  as  she  walked  through  a 
makeshift  church,  replete  with  interior  pews  and 
stained  glass  windows  which  she  crafted  herself. 
"This  is  something  everyone  can  enjoy,  and  we 
wanted  to  share  it." 

The  EPA  Express  —  which  was  named  after 
and  purchased  for  the  couple's  handicapped  son, 
Edward  Paul  Ashley  —  was  formerly  stationed  at 
Lincoln  Park  in  Dartmouth  and  once  delighted 
generations  of  area  children  by  taking  a  scenic  trip 
through  the  acclaimed  amusement  park. 

When  the  park  was  sold  in  1988,  Mr.  and  Ms. 
Ashley  were  fortunate  enough  to  purchase  the  train 
and  track  at  a  public  auction.  They've  since  worked 
to  recondition  the  passenger  cars  and  have  built  a 
tunnel,  church,  and  combination  railway  station  and 
saloon  to  complement  the  quarter-mile  ride. 

Although  the  couple  were  very  generous  in 
allowing  people  to  share  their  personal  amusement 
ride,  they  soon  found  that  their  open  door  policy 
needed  to  be  curtailed  in  order  to  retain  their 
privacy.  Now,  public  rides  are  limited  to  arranged 
trips,  holidays,  and  by  special  invitation. 

"When  we  first  opened  in  July  of  1988,  we 
allowed  everyone  to  come  in,"  Ms.  Ashley  noted. 
"Between  caring  for  our  son  and  having  to 
accommodate  visitors,  it  was  becoming  too  much  to 
handle ...  so  we  had  to  make  a  change." 

But  the  Ashley's  are  still  quite  flexible  in 
donating  their  one-of-a-kind  facility  for  special  fund 
raisers  and  charities.  They  continually  run  field  trips 
with  students  from  the  Crystal  Springs  School  in 
Freetown  —  where  their  son,  Edward/  also  attends 
—  and  are  more  than  willing  to  help  out  groups  like 


the  Rochester  Lions  Club. 

"Harry  Brown  (of  the  Lions  Club) 
approached  us  about  running  the  train  this 
Christmas,"  Ms.  Ashley  said.  "We  agreed  to  charge 
admission  and  donate  all  the  proceeds  to  the  Lions 
Club  and  the  Crystal  Springs  School.  I  did  all  the 
Christmas  decorations  ...  and  made  it  extra  special 
this  year  because  I  knew  people  would  be  paying  for 
the  rides." 

Mr.  and  Ms.  Ashley  spared  no  time  or 
expense  in  getting  everything  ready  for  this  special 
holiday  event.  Working  with  family  and  friends, 
they  added  lighted  yard  displays  and  some  20,000  to 
30,000  mini  lights  to  brighten  up  the  already- 
impressive  ride. 

The  couple  also  agreed  to  take  charge  of  the 
physical  running  of  the  train  —  with  help  from  their 
daughter,  Lisa,  and  neighbor  Christine  Brewer  — 
while  the  Lions  Club  offered  to  handle  admission 
and  parking.  Despite  somewhat  damp  weather  last 
weekend,  the  event  still  drew  over  100  people  and 
Ms.  Ashley  expects  an  even  bigger  turnout  this 
weekend. 

"We  were  only  going  to  run  it  for  one 
weekend,  but  I  told  the  Lions  Club  it  would  be  better 
to  have  two  consecutive  weekends  in  the  event  of 
bad  weather,"  she  said.  "But  even  the  rain  didn't 
stop  too  many  people  last  weekend." 

If  ever  there  was  a  literal  interpretation  of 
"walking  through  a  winter  wonderland,"  it  might 
very  well  be  the  Ashley's  back  yard.  Though  on  a 
smaller  scale,  the  train  set  and  accompanying 
buildings  elicit  the  same  response  as  that  of  the  first-

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  December  6  meeting  and 
signing  warrant  #24  for  the  week,  the  board  signed  and  approved  a 
Chapter  90  Project  Request  Form  for  work  to  be  done  on  North  Street  and 
Route  6. 

Chairman  DeCosta  noted  a  meeting  of  the  Southeast  Regional 
Transit  Authority  (SRTA)  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  December  15  at  5:00  pm 
in  Fall  River,  and  also  cited  the  next  meeting  of  the  Marion/Mattapoisett/ 
Rochester  Housing  Co-Op,  Inc.  on  Monday,  December  19  at  3:00  pm  in 
Marion. 

Selectman  Lambalot  inquired  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Board  of 
Assessors  had  received  information  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  in 
order  to  set  the  tax  rate,  but  was  told  the  information  would  be  delayed.  "It 
wasn't  sent  out  until  the  beginning  of  December,  so  that  will  delay  it  for 
about  a  month,"  Selectman  Mahoney  said. 

However,  the  board  wished  to  advise  residents  that  they  can 
make  a  payment  to  the  Town  Treasurer  prior  to  the  end  of  the  month  if  bills 
are  not  sent  out  by  then.  This  will  allow  residents  to  include  the  payment 
on  their  1994  income  tax  return. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  Chairman 
DeCosta  cited  a  note  from  resident  Bob  Coquillette  regarding  a  recent 
"Letter  to  the  Editor"  and  article  in  77k  Standard-Times  concerning  the 
pending  plans  for  Center  and  Old  Hammondtown  Schools. 

In  a  letter  from  Mattapoisett  resident  Elleda  Katan,  she 
responded  to  a  recent  article  on  this  matter  "The  dreadful  conditions  at 
Old  Hammondtown  are  old  news.  No  one  at  our  Annual  Town  Meeting 
questioned  the  need  to  expand  its  facilities.  No  one  protested  the  costs ... 
What  was  voiced  and  that  firmly  was  that  the  town  leadership  has  failed  to 
present  the  voters  with  responsible  options.  Instead  of  a  study  of  how  to 
best  serve  educational  goals  and  celebrate  community  values,  we  were 
presented  with  a  single  short  run ...  maybe. 

"And  it  was  a  plan  that  dealt  only  with  Old  Hammondtown 
expansion.  Nothing  about  costs  of  adapting  the  Center  School  building  to

future  use — whether  school,  parking  lot,  yuppy  condo,  or  a  senior  (hey, 
why  not?)  center ...  No  money  was  voted  for  Old  Hammondtown 
expansion  because  no  informed  choices  were  offered  the  voter." 

Mr.  Coquillette  agreed  with  Ms.  Katan's  take  on  the  subjeri,  and 
added  in  his  own  letter:  "Until  there  is  a  total  plan  (for  Center  and  Old 
Hammondtown  School),  you  can  expect  resistance  from  the  voters." 

The  board  agreed  this  was  something  they  needed  to  focus  on 
before  make  a  follow-up  presentation  to  the  voters. 

Scott  Van  Valkenburg  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  of  New 
Bedford  sent  a  letter  to  the  board  inquiring  about  the  possibility  of  a 
regional  animal  shelter  in  the  tri-town  area.  Apparently,  Mr. 
VanValkenburg  had  read  an  article  noting  that  Rochester  Selectman 
Michael  Murphy  had  suggested  building  a  regional  animal  shelter  in  his 
town  at  the  last  Tri-Town  Selectmen's  Meeting.  But  the  Mattapoisett 
Selectmen,  however,  agreed  they  have  maintained  a  good  relationship  with 
the  New  Bedford  facility. 

"I  think  the  (New  Bedford)  Animal  Rescue  League  does  fine  for 
us,"  Selectman  Mahoney  said.  "I  think  we  should  continue  with  what  we 
have." 

Jacqueline  J.  Warren,  Administrative  Manager  for  SEMASS,  sent 
notification  to  the  board  that  effective  January  1, 1995,  no  solid  waste 
disposal  facility  can  accept  narrow  necked  plastic  containers  or  recyclable 
papers  for  disposal  under  DEP  Regulation  310  CMR  19.017.  These  items 
are  now  classified  as  an  "Excluded  Waste." 

The  list  of  items  which  are  classified  as  such  now  indudes:  lead 
add  batteries,  leaves  and  white  goods,  glass  containers  and  yard  waste, 
narrow  neck  plastic  containers  and  recyclable  paper. 

A  spedal  "thank  you"  letter  was  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  those  who  assisted  with  decorating  the  town  tree  and  making 
plans  for  the  Twelfth  Annual  Christmas  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  last  week.

Department  of  Revenue  via  telephone  that  figures  had  not 
radically  changed  for  the  new  fiscal  year. 

"There  is  virtually  no  change  for  this  year,"  she 
said.  "The  town  has  maintained  roughly  82  percent 
residential  property,  10  percent  commercial  property, 
about  2.7  percent  industrial  property,  and  4.4  percent 
personal  property.

Board  of  Health  clerk,  will  also  be  responsible  for 
maintaining  and  updating  the  software  program  in  order 
to  track  septic  system  inspections,  maintenance,  and 
pump-out  frequency. 

Dog  Officer  Tom  Medeiros  next  met  with  the 
board  to  discuss  some  increases  in  his  budget  request  for 
fiscal  year  1995.  Chairman  Hughes  told  Mr.  Medeiros  that 
they  wanted  to  review  some  of  the  line  items  he  submitted 
because  "we  see  some  substantial  increases  and  we  want 
to  know  why." 

Mr.  Medeiros  noted  that  he  was  in  need  of  new 
cages  to  kennel  stray  dogs,  a  new  dog  crate,  a  new  cat 
crate,  and  a  beeper  so  that  he  might  be  contacted  easily  to 
pick  up  stray  and  injured  animals. 

Selectman  Hawkes  inquired  as  to  the  largest 
increase  in  the  budget  —  some  $2,000  for  dog  officer 
salaries  —  and  wanted  to  know  why  the  hike  was  needed. 
Mr.  Medeiros  said  his  duties  have  been  required  more  and 
more  over  the  last  year. 

"We're  picking  up  more  dogs  and  cats  than  ever 
before,"  he  said.  "Last  week,  in  five  days  we  had  twelve 
different  calls ...  and  we  now  have  806  licensed  dogs  in 
town.  I'm  making  dual  calls  in  some  cases  where  I've  only 
logged  in  for  one  call." 

Selectman  Murphy  agreed  that  the  department  is 
growing  with  some  of  the  changes  that  have  been 
implemented  over  the  past  year.  "This  is  the  first  year  that

With  that  settled,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to 
approve  the  total  $8,202  budget  for  the  Dog  Officer, 
pending  final  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

At  7:30  pm  Police  Chief  Walter  V.  Denham  met 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  began  by  informing  them 
that  he  had  been  nominated  as  the  Vice  President  of  the 
Plymouth  County  Police  Chiefs'  Association.  The 
Selectmen  congratulated  him  on  this  honor. 

Then,  Chief  Denham  requested  to  go  into 
Executive  Session  to  discuss  disciplinary  action  against  a 
town  police  officer.  But  Chairman  Hughes  wanted  to 
know  if  the  officer  in  question  had  been  notified  via 
certified  mail  in  keeping  with  the  stipulations  of  the  police 
contract. 

"As  I  understand  it,  the  officer  doesn't  need  to  be 
present ...  and  he's  been  notified  of  this  matter,"  Chief 
Denham  said. 

But  Chairman  Hughes  and  Selectman  Murphy 
were  opposed  to  going  into  Executive  Session  to  discuss  a 
particular  officer.

Josephine  Rogers,  the  Chairman  of  the  Rochester 
Council  on  Aging,  sent  a  letter  to  the  board  asking  about 
their  search  for  a  new  director  and  the  carryover  of 
vacation  time  for  the  COA  clerk.  "The  (COA)  will  begin  a 
search  for  a  new  director  after  January  1,"  she  wrote.  "In 
the  meantime,  (Clerk)  Marie  McCarthy  has  seven  more 
vacation  days  to  be  taken  before  December  31 ...  and  this 
will  create  a  hardship  on  the  council." 

Ms.  Rogers  asked  if  these  days  could  be  carried 
over  into  1995,  which  the  board  unanimously  approved. 

Under  notices  for  the  week,  the  board  cited  Public 
Hearings  for  the  Conservation  Commission,  which  will  be 
held  on  December  20  at  7:30  pm  upon  a  request  from  Gallo 
Construction  Company  and  the  B.T.  Development 
Association.  The  board  also  signed  and  unanimously 
approved  fiscal  1995  budgets  for  the  town  Gas  Inspector 
($2500),  Plumbing  Inspector  ($4000),  Animal  Inspector 
($450),  Life  Insurance  ($1600),  and  Board  of  Assessors 
($750). 

An  attached  request  from  the  Board  of  Assessors 
inquired  about  the  possibility  of  purchasing  a  word 
processor  for  use  by  them  and  the  Town  Hall  front  office. 
Chairman  Hughes  said  he  would  like  to  see  if  several 
departments  could  share  use  of  this  item,  and  Selectman 
Hawkes  noted  that  such  a  purchase  should  be  part  of  the 
Selectmen's  budget.  The  board  thereby  unanimously  voted 
to  include  a  line  item  under  their  budget  in  the  amount  of 
$2400  for  the  purchase  of  a  word  processor.
